For the words “Deputy Directors and Research Officers 
in the Department of Research and Statistics” substitute 
the following: — 

“Deputy Directors and Research OHicers in the 
Economic Department and the Department of 
Statistics”. 

3. In sub-paragraph IX— 

For the words “the Department of Research and Statis- 
tics” substitute the following: — 

“tha Economic Department”. 

4. This notification shall have ellect from 1st May 1959 
and the inclusion in the Notification No. 21 dated 4th 
November 1949 by this notification of the post of Deputy 
Inspector shall be deemed to have been made with effect 
from 13th February 1959.

No. 3/1958~It is notified for general information that in 
pursuance of sub-clause (ii) of clause (j) of sub-section (1) 
of section 52 of Ihe Copyright Act, 1957 (14 of 1957), the 
Copyright Board has fixed with effect from the 28th April 
1959, the following rate for the royalty payable by the 
person making i-tcords to the owner of the Copyright in 
the work. 

“Five per cent of the ordinary retail selling price 
of the record at the marked or catalogue selling 
price of single records to the public or if there 
is no such marked or catalogue selling price, at 
the highest price at w-hich single records arc 
ordinarily sold to the public, exclu.sive of sales 
tax in cither case but subject to a minimum of 
six naye Paise for each separate work in which 
copyright subsists reproduced on the record. 

It is also notified that the above rate may be reviewed 
by the said Board after the expiry of five years from the 
28th April 1959”.
